3 1851 MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. A well struck example with 
clean, smooth surfaces and light tan and original red color on both 
sides. 

4 1853 MS 65 Brown NGC. Sharply struck with smooth chocolate- 
brown surfaces that are free from carbon spotting and show a hint of 
muted steel-blue patina on the reverse. 

CERTIFIED LARGE CENTS 

5 1794 XF 40 PCGS. S-44. High R.l. An exceptionally smooth 
planchet for the variety and showing a bit of die rust on the Liberty 
Cap on the obverse. Otherwise, only a small facial mark could be 
considered detracting. Dark brown patina overall. 

6 1797 Reverse of ‘97, Stems XF 40 NGC. S-139. R.l. Identifiable 
by the heavy die crack from the lowest hair curls to the left rim on 
the obverses and the faint engraver’s scratch from the right side of 
the fraction bar and another from the tip of the left stem. Medium 
brown color with several noticeable digs in the center of the reverse. 

7 1798 XF 45 PCGS. S-170, Low R.4. A planchet defect is noted 
below the 9 in the date, making pedigree verification easier. The coin 
has the sharpness of AU 55 but very light pitting is noted on the 
reverse. Attractive medium to dark brown color on the obverse with 
a ruddy hued reverse. In the legend STATES OF is very weakly 
brought up. Tied for third finest known with four other examples. 
Ex: Gordon J. Wrubel 11/11/74: C. Douglas Smith 12/82; G. Lee 
Kuntz Collection (Superior 10/91), lot 191; unknown intermediary; 
Superior (1/95), lot 30. 

8 1820 MS 66 Red and Brown PCGS. Sharply struck and attractive, 
with some minor carbon spotting. A solid gem specimen, of Randall 
Hoard origin, mellowed only slightly on each side. The usual die 
breaks run through the stars. Population: 4 in 66, none finer. 

9 1823 MS 65 Brown NGC Restrike. A restrike of this rarely seen date 
in the Coronet series. According to the “Red Book” these pieces 
were unofficially made at the same as the 1804 restrikes, using a dis¬ 
carded 1823 obverse die and an 1813 reverse die. Both sides are 
heavily cracked, as usual, with significant accumulations of die rust 
as well. Deep brown patina covers both sides. 

10 1838 MS 64 Brown PCGS. Well defined in the centers with attrac¬ 
tive brown, reddish-brown, and olive iridescence on both sides. 

11 1839 MS 64 Brown PCGS. Very well struck with smooth, chocolate- 
brown fields. No carbon spots are noted. A fine example of this inter¬ 
esting variety. 

12 1853 XF 45 NGC, a few facial marks: and an 1830 half-dollar AU 
58 ANACS. deep gray toning on the obverse, the reverse is much 
brighter and lustrous. (Total: 2 coins) 


CERTIFIED FLYING EAGLE CENT 

13 1858 MS 66 PCGS. Large Letters. We often say “It is hard to imag¬ 
ine a coin finer than this" because we are fortunate to handle so 
many high grade rarities. But, in this instance, you needn't worry, as 
none have been graded higher than MS 66 by PCGS. In fact, no 
Flying Eagle cent of any date has been graded higher than MS 66 by 
PCGS, and even among the proofs, the only coin (again, of any date) 
better than Proof 66 is a single PR 67 1856 Flying Eagle cent. In 
other words, even if you wanted to, you could not find a nicer PCGS 
certified example of this date. This example is a shimmering jewel, 
with impeccable surfaces and dazzling eye appeal. One small spot is 
noted in the on the edge of the eagle’s left wing. A true prize for the 
date or type collector. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN CENTS 

14 1861 MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous and moderately toned, there are a cou¬ 
ple of planchet flakes on the obverse, and an area of weakness on the 
wreath that limit the grade. 

15 1862 MS 63 PCGS. Vibrant luster with pleasing cherry-red color. 
Fully struck. A choice coin for the grade. 

16 1863 MS 64 PCGS. Deeply lustrous surfaces, lacking detail only at 
the tips of the first four feathers. 

17 1863 MS 65 NGC. A razor sharp strike with even golden-orange col¬ 
oration and terrific luster. The 1863 has the highest mintage of the 
copper-nickel cents, but in gem condition it is on par with all but the 
1864 copper-nickel issue. 

18 1866 MS 66 Red and Brown NGC. Slightly mellowed, boasting an 
uncommonly bold strike and impeccable satiny surfaces. One of the 
finest 1866 Indians we have seen in some time. Population: 6 in 66. 
none higher. 

19 1866 MS 64 Red NGC. Bright copper-gold color with fully defined 
feather tips, and a slightly grainy appearance. Quite scarce in full red 
condition. 

20 1867 AU 55 ANACS. A clean, chocolate-brown example displaying 
a slight amount of rubbing. A scarcer date, elusive in higher grades. 

21 1867 MS 66 Red and Brown NGC. Wholly original and displaying 
generous amounts of original color on both sides. A scarce date in all 
grades. Population: 3 in 66, none are finer. 

22 1868 MS 66 Red and Brown NGC. Original with the obverse hav¬ 
ing more of a reddish color while the reverse tends toward light-tan. 
An outstanding early Indian cent. Population: 4 in 66, none are finer. 

23 1868 MS 65 Red NGC. Glossy and sharp with pleasing golden- 
orange color. Population: 12 in 65, 1 higher. 

24 1869/69—Recolored—ANACS. Breen-1977. Grading MS 63, this 
variety was discovered in 1953, showing a lightly recut 6 and a 
rather obviously recut 9 (the so-called 9/8 variety does not show a 
doubling on the lower loop of the 9). This piece now exhibits sun- 
set-golden and crimson color. Labeled “scarce” by Breen. 

25 1869 MS 64 Red and Brown PCGS. Fully struck with rich reddish- 
gold color and lighter orange hues about the lettering and wreath. 
Only a couple of tiny carbon flecks show on this scarcer date. 

26 1870 MS 66 Red and Brown NGC. Rich orange-red toning over¬ 
lays strong, cartwheel luster. On the highest points, some light tan 
color has found its rest. A surprisingly rare coin in MS 65 and better 
grades. Population: 9 in 65, none finer 

27 1870 MS 64 Red PCGS. Light, even color with numerous small fly- 
specks and some softness of definition that limit the grade. A popu¬ 
lar date in the Indian cent series. 

28 1871 VF 20 ANACS. A collectible Indian cent in the ‘70s. Mid¬ 
grade examples of this date are seldom seen. 

29 1874 MS 65 Red PCGS. Well struck, the original red color is only 
slightly muted, and there are a few mentionable carbon spots, those 
being mostly on the reverse. Scarce in gem condition and with red 
color on such an early date. Population: 15 in 65, 2 finer. 

30 1885 MS 61 Brown ANACS. Deep, even brown color overall. 

31 1887 MS 63 Brown ANACS. Some mint red color still lurks in the 
crevices. 
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32 1902 MS 64 Brown NGC, some mint red still remains in the recess¬ 
es; and a 1903 MS 62 Brown NGC, golden-olive patina. (Total: 2 
coins) 

33 1908-S AU 58 ANACS. Very light wear with a small dig to the right 
of the date. Popular semi-key date. 

CERTIFIED PROOF INDIAN CENTS 

34 1859 PR 65 NGC. An important first year issue of the long-lived 
Indian cent series, and a one year type coin as well. Visually, this 
piece is truly stunning, with deeply mirrored fields reflecting around 
frosted devices. The resulting cameo effect combines with a sunset- 
red patina on each side to give this gem superb eye appeal. 
Population: 15 in PR 65, 7 are finer. 

35 1863 PR 65 PCGS. The proof surfaces are tinted in a light, milky 
patina, with bumt-gold highlights on the obverse. One of just 460 
proofs struck. Population: 18 in PR 65, 4 finer. 

36 1869 PR 64 Brown NGC. Bold and sharp, both sides exhibit even 
chocolate-brown color, lightening a bit toward the borders. Scarcer 
year in the series. 

37 1882 PR 65 Red and Brown PCGS. Mellow colorations of crimson 
and deep-gold overlay both sides. A splendid, original coin. 

38 1884 PR 65 Red and Brown PCGS. Light color and nicely reflective 
on the reverse with a slightly subdued obverse. 

39 1888 PR 65 Brown NGC. The glossy, chocolate-brown surfaces are 
void of typical carbon specks, but a tiny lintmark shows on the 
Indian’s cheek. 

40 1892 PR 65 Red PCGS. Bright, reflective surfaces with a slight 
speckling of carbon. 

41 1899 PR 64 Red and Brown NGC. Well mirrored with flashy orange 
iridescence over the obverse, the reverse is a deep violet-brown 
color.

This 
date has the lowest proof mintage of any three-cent nickel and one 
of the lowest populations in PR 65. This example is a bright cameo, 
with a superb strike and light golden toning on both sides. 

72 1869 PR 65 NGC. Brilliant and deeply mirrored but a bit softly 
struck on the left numeral on the reverse. A scarce, low mintage 
proof. 

73 1872 PR 65 NGC. A shimmering proof, lightly toned and exhibiting 
some minor die rust in the centers of each side. 

74 1873 PR 66 NGC. Bright, lightly toned, and very sharply defined. A 
popular date in the series. 

75 1888 PR 65 PCGS. A high-end specimen with nicely mirrored fields.

A superb Bust half dime, the surfaces 
are nearly flawless and the luster overall is excellent. Light in color, 
there are no reportable defects on the coin, just a bit softly struck, but 
this does not impair the eye appeal of this high grade type piece.

CERTIFIED SEATED HALF DIMES 

119 1842-0 XF 45 NGC. A very scarce issue, a date that is usually avail¬ 
able only in VF and below. Mint state examples are rare. This is an 
attractive specimen with some light-gray patina on both sides and 
only a few small distracting marks in the right obverse field. One of 
the key dates in the half dime series.

123 1854 Arrows MS 65 NGC. Well struck with noticeable die clashing 
in the fields, but no mentionable abrasions. Toned a light, even gold¬ 
en-rose with deep satiny brilliance underneath. Population: 32 in 65, 

5 finer. 

124 1855-0 Arrows MS 64 NGC. Both sides are lightly toned exhibit¬ 
ing some pastel golden shadings. A lovely, high grade example of 
this scarcer New Orleans issue. Population: 8 in MS 64, 3 higher. 

125 1857 MS 65 NGC. Satiny and lightly toned, a well struck example, 
even in the peripheral areas. One of the more obtainable dates of this 
scarce. pre-Civil War type. Because of design opposition, areas of 
this design did not strike up fully, consequently the design was 
changed in 1860. 



1861 MS 66 NGC. Well struck with variegated crimson-violet and 
turquoise toning over the obverse, the reverse exhibits mottled shad¬ 
ings of sea-green, gray, and tan. Because of the War, much of the sil¬ 
ver coinage of this year was melted and/or exported. Population: 15 
in 66. 3 finer. 

1862 MS 66 NGC. Fully struck with the surfaces remaining clear, 
and showing deep, gunmetal-blue and gray toning overlaying both 


1863- S MS 63 NGC. Satiny and moderately toned, with features that 
are fully brought up and quite frostv. Onlv 100.000 pieces were 
struck. 

1864 MS 65 NGC. A multicolored gem toned in attractive shades of 
blue and green on the obverse and peripheral rainbow toning on the 
reverse. Some evidence of a clashed die is visible on the obverse, 
otherwise this piece is mark-free. 

1864- S MS 64 NGC. A rare issue in uncirculated, virtually unknown 
in that condition until a small, high grade group surfaced in the early 
1970s. This coin is among the choicer pieces, being sharply detailed 
and satiny with a blush of reddish-gold toning across the obverse. 
Population: 1 in 64. 4 higher. 

1865 MS 64 NGC. An elusive example of this low-mintage date. 
The surfaces show adequate luster and are originally toned on each 
side. Well struck on the head of Liberty, some weakness is noted on 
the left side of the wreath. Scarce in mint state. 

1866 MS 64 PCGS. An attractive mint state example of this scarce 
low-mintage date. Since only 10,000 pieces were struck for circula¬ 
tion, it is now a difficult date to locate in any condition. Some silver- 
gray toning has gathered on each side of this nicely reflective spec- 


1867-S MS 66 NGC. A scarcer date in the 60s, this specimen is 
bright, satiny, and lightly toned. The devices are well struck and the 
peripheral areas are somewhat granular in appearance. A pristine 
example of this desirable issue, and also the finest thus far certified 
by either of the services. 

1868 MS 65 NGC. Although an increased mintage date when com¬ 
pared to the previous five years of half dime production from the 
Philadelphia mint, the 1868, with 88.600 business strikes issued, 
probably saw extensive melting and today is reasonably scarce at all 
grade levels and is very challenging in high grades. This piece is 
reflective beneath a monied layering of cobalt-blue, dove-gray, and 
rose toning on each side. Population: 7 in 65, 5 higher. 

1868 MS 66 NGC. Another example of this very scarce business 
strike with only 88,000 minted. This piece is satiny beneath a periph¬ 
eral layering of cobalt-blue toning that shades to golden-russet 
toward the centers. The surfaces appear to be unmarked, and the 
strike is strong in most areas. Population: 2 in 66, 3 finer. 

1870 MS 67 NGC. An incredibly well preserved jewel of a half 
dime that merits its high rating in every respect. The lightly toned 
surfaces are not only virtually flawless, but also display pinpoint 
sharpness and deep, shimmering brilliance. Tied with 3 others as the 
finest graded by NGC. 

1871- S MS 66 PCGS. A frosty, lustrous, untoned gem with one tiny 
mark in the right obverse field. Semi-reflective. Population: 2 in 66, 
none finer. 

1872- S MS 65 NGC. Mintmark Above Bow. Sensational coppery- 
gold toning about the margins, shading to mottled sea-green and 
rose-gray colors in the centers. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED HALF DIMES 

1863 PR 62 PCGS. A glittering, wire-rimmed specimen toned in 
milky gray hues. A few scattered hairlines show on the reverse. Just 
460 proofs were struck of this low total mintage issue. 

1865 PR 64 PCGS. Well mirrored beneath light greenish-gray ton¬ 
ing streaks, shading to steel-violet about the reverse periphery. A 
premium date, struck from a proof mintage of just 500 coins with a 
total mintage of just 13.500 pieces. 

1869 PR 64 PCGS. A razor sharp proof specimen featuring a pro¬ 
nounced cameo effect and a virtually untoned appearance. One of a 
mere 600 proofs struck. 
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142 1871 PR 66 NGC. Deeply reflective proof fields that show evidence 
of both heavy die polish and having been struck from lightly rusted 
dies. Toned in deep peripheral shades of blue and golden, the center 
of the obverse is crimson. Very appealing colorations. Population: 8 
in PR 66, 1 finer. 

143 1873 PR 65 NGC. Only 600 proofs were coined this final year of the 
half dime. Lightly toned with glistening mirror fields, a few die pol¬ 
ishing lines are visible down the obverse, not affecting the grade. 
Population: 29 in PR 65. 13 finer. 

CERTIFIED BUST DIME 

144 1827 MS 64 NGC. JR-11, R.2. Deeply toned in taupe-gray shadings 
and weakly struck on the highpoints of the design, but showing nice 
luster throughout and no real surface blemishes. This is probably the 
finest known example of the JR-11 variety. 

CERTIFIED SEATED DIMES 

145 1838 Large Stars MS 66 PCGS. Partial Draper)'. Breen-3221. A 
scarce die variety and a conditionally rare example of the first year 
of the Stars Obverse Seated dime. Bright and untoned, the devices 
are razor sharp and the fields are essentially clear of any distractions. 
This is the singular finest example thus far certified by PCGS. 

146 1853 Arrows MS 66 NGC. When the weight of silver coins was 
reduced in 1853, it was designated by arrowheads placed on either 
side of the date. This caused two things to occur: first, the old tenor 
(heavier) coins were widely melted, and second, the new (lighter) 
coins were saved in relatively large numbers because of the notice¬ 
able design alteration. This piece is essentially untoned overall with 
just the slightest color on the obverse. The features are sharply 
defined throughout and the luster is thick and blazing. The only 
noticeable ripple in the surface of the coin are the traces of die clash¬ 
ing evident in the obverse fields. Population: 11 in 66, none finer. 

147 1856-S MS 62 PCGS. A very scarce Seated dime in any grade and 
quite rare above VF. Greer lists this as a R.7 coin in mint state, and 
an issue that is almost never seen. Fully struck with boldly defined 
stars, full head detail, and sharp leaves in the wreath, both sides are 
attractively toned in deep, multicolored hues. Conditionally rare and 
one of the finest known examples. Population: 2 in 62, 2 finer. 

148 1864 MS 66 NGC. Struck from clashed dies, with evidence of the 
contact visible on both sides. Loads of original luster still remain 
under an overlay of dove-gray toning. A partial arc of peripheral col¬ 
ors is seen on the obverse. An important rarity in this popular series. 
Population: 1 in 66, none finer. 

149 I876-S MS 63 PCGS. Satiny luster with alternating streaks of ice- 
blue and golden-rose toning seen on both sides. Over 10 million 
1876-S dimes were originally struck, but apparently no significant 
quantities of this issue were ever saved from circulation, leaving 
uncirculated pieces, and particularly choice examples, surprisingly 
scarce. Population: 13 in 63, 18 finer. 

150 1876-S MS 64 PCGS. Very frosty with a bright, virtually untoned 
appearance over both sides and the usual softness on Liberty’s head. 

151 1883 MS 66 NGC. Vibrant, satiny white surfaces display a 
sparkling, bright appearance throughout. Instantly appealing. 
Population: 11 in 66, 6 higher. 

152 1884-S MS 64 NGC. A scarce, mintmarked Seated dime that 
received little attention from the collectors of the era, and therefore 
was saved in extremely small numbers. This piece is toned a uniform 
deep-gray and appears satiny under the toning. Population: 6 in 64, 

1 higher. 

153 1886-S MS 65 PCGS. Thick, satiny luster with overlays of russet 
toning that is heavier on the obverse. A very scarce and much under¬ 
rated issue in mint state, often priced similarly to more obtainable 
dates such as the 1879 and 1880. Population: 4 in 64, 2 higher. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED DIMES 

154 1859 PR 65 NGC. Deeply mirrored in the fields with sharply con¬ 
trasting, lustrous devices, this is a lovely example of this very scarce 
proof type coin. This design is generally only available as a proof in 
this and the previous year, making this quite a desirable item. The 
surfaces are clean and display a bit of light haziness in the fields with 
slate-grav patina overall that deepens gradually toward the rims.

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155 1863 PR 64 NGC. A choice example and one of only 460 proofs 
coined this year. Lightly toned, there is a hint of milky pastel-gold¬ 
en color on each side.

156 1863 PR 64 NGC. Always popular as a proof because of the extreme 
rarity of 1864 dated business strikes. This piece is lightly toned 
throughout, and exhibits a few inconsequential hairlines.

An originally toned specimen featuring shad¬ 
ings of russet and gray overlaying lustrous surfaces. The obverse 
displays a hint of O-mint softness while the reverse is razor sharp.

158 1908-D MS 66 NGC. Sharply struck and lustrous beneath peripher¬ 
al layerings of deep toning on the obverse, the reverse exhibits even 
sunset-golden color. Unquestionably original. Population: 4 in 66, 2 
finer. 

159 1911 MS 64 PCGS. Frosty and razor sharp, with golden-brown ton¬ 
ing that deepens considerably on the obverse. 

160 1911-S MS 66 PCGS. Splendid blue iridescent toning forms about 
the outer portions. Not particularly scarce as a date in gem condition, 
but nevertheless one of the prettiest Barber dimes one is likely to 
encounter.

Temptingly close to full gem quality, display¬ 
ing light golden color and vibrant mint brilliance.

162 1901 PR 64 PCGS. Deeply reflective proof fields with much bril¬ 
liance remaining beneath a light overlay of smoky-golden patina. 

CERTIFIED MERCURY DIMES 

163 1916 MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. A frosted, white gem that shows a 
fine speckling of color on the obverse. 

164 1917 MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. Mostly brilliant with a fine-grain, 
matte-like granularity to the surfaces. 

165 1918 MS 64 Full Bands PCGS. A brilliant, untoned specimen 
exhibiting a very sharp strike and full luster. 

166 1918-S MS 67 NGC. Silky smooth with just a whisper of golden 
color on the reverse. If this coin was struck a tad sharper in the cen¬ 
ters, it would truly have it all. Still, one of the best preserved ‘18-S 
dimes this cataloger can recall seeing. Population: I in 67, none 
higher. 

167 1919 MS 63 Full Bands PCGS. Well defined with milky-golden ton¬ 
ing throughout. 

168 1919-D MS 64 Full Bands PCGS. Just a line or two from gem qual¬ 
ity. Originally toned in silver-gray and russet hues. Population: 18 in 
64, 5 finer. 

169 1920 MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. A fully struck, frosted gem that is 
virtually perfect. 

170 1923 MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. Lustrous with a touch of light gold¬ 
en patina. 

171 1924 MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. Lightly toned with darker accents at 
the margins and showing strong underlying luster. 

172 1924-D MS 64 Full Bands PCGS. Vibrant, untoned surfaces struck 
with incredible sharpness for this conditionally rare D-mint Mercury 
issue. 

173 1925-D MS 66 NGC. A superb, lightly toned example that boasts 
intense satiny brilliance. Just a trifle soft in the centers, otherwise 
nearly unimprovable quality for this very difficult Denver issue. 

174 1926 MS 66 NGC. A superb example framed in deep golden-russet 
toning on the obverse, the reverse is completely overlaid with these 
shadings. Sharply struck as well with essentially full band definition. 
Population. 5 in 66, none finer. 

175 1927 MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. Originally toned with light streaks 
of gray and golden color on each side. A lustrous and virtually flaw¬ 
less specimen. 
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177 1928-S MS 66 PCGS. A highly lustrous example of this scarcer 
mintmarked issue. Almost completely brilliant with just a touch of 
color noted on each side. The reverse bands are separated but not 
completely full. 

178 1929 MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. Thick, frosted mint luster glows 
beneath the light overlay of patina that covers each side of this 
exquisite coin. 

179 1929-D MS 66 Full Bands NGC. Fully struck and brightly lustrous, 
some soft russet color is noted mostly on the reverse. 

180 1929-D MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. The bright, lustrous surfaces show 
just the faintest overlay of patina. 

181 1929-S MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. Light golden-rose toning covers 
each side with bright underlying mint luster 

182 1930 MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. Lovely golden and lilac toning.

186 I935-D MS 66 PCGS. Some mottled toning has formed over each 

187 1935-D MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. Deep golden-rose toning covers 
the obverse with the center of the reverse showing pale lilac patina- 
tion. Sharp looking. 

188 1941-D MS 68 Full Bands NGC. Close to technical perfection for 
this otherwise common issue, with colorful splashes of rose and blue 
iridescence at the top of the obverse and along the same area of the 
reverse. Population: 4 in 68, none higher. 

189 I94I-S MS 68 Full Bands NGC. The obverse exhibits a semi¬ 
prooflike appearance. After years of storage in an album, some 
attractive peripheral toning has gathered on each side. Population: 2 
in 68. none finer. 

190 1942-D MS 68 Full Bands NGC. An essentially perfect example 
with golden peripheral toning on the reverse. Near perfection.

An uncharacteristically bold strike 
for this usually soft issue. Bright, fully lustrous, and lightly toned, a 
superb gem. Population: 3 in 68, none finer.

192 1807—Reverse Scratched—ANACS. B-2, R.2. We grade this piece 
VF 20 with gray centers and some peripheral toning. A couple of 
small scratches are noted in the clouds on the reverse. 

CERTIFIED BUST QUARTER 

193 1834 MS 63 NGC. B-4b, R.l. Toned in deep shades of gray and 
gunmetal-blue. Well struck with reflective fields and no objection¬ 
able abrasions. A terrific type coin. 

CERTIFIED SEATED QUARTERS 

194 1839 No Drapery MS 62 PCGS. An attractive example of this 
scarce, short-lived type. The fields show evidence of having been 
struck from heavily polished and striated dies, which have imparted 
a pronounced reflectivity to the coin. Lightly toned and somewhat 
softly struck, noticeably on the eagle's leg and neck. A must-see 
1839 with broad, squared-off rims and loads of eye appeal for the 
grade.

Toned deep gunmetal-blue overall with an 
underlying hint of crimson, the fields have a bright satiny appear¬ 
ance that adds even more to the coin's visual appeal.

1886 MS 65 PCGS. This coin boasts the second lowest mintaae of 
all With Motto Seated quarters with only 5,000 business strikes'pro¬ 
duced. second only to the exceedingly rare 1870-CC. This is a bold¬ 
ly struck, pristine example that is as bright and fresh as the day it was 
struck. The coin is totally white and has a pronounced cameo effect 
with deeply mirrored fields reflecting against frosted devices.

1888-S MS 64 PCGS. Well struck, the surfaces exhibit deep, mot¬ 
tled gray and golden toning.

1891 MS 64 NGC. Frosty, well struck surfaces are lightly coated 
with some milky-violet patina.

1868 PR 64 PCGS. A mostly brilliant specimen exhibiting some 
light, milky-golden patina throughout.

The fields are 
deeply reflective and there is a moderate amount of frost on the 
devices.

Rich luster shows beneath a light layer of 
attractive original toning. Good eye-appeal for the grade. 

1892- 0 MS 65 NGC. A pleasing, moderately toned example of this 
first year of type. Being a first-year product of the New Orleans 
mint, this coin is a very desirable issue. Attractive and lustrous. 
Population: 23 in 65, 3 finer. 

1893- 0 MS 64 PCGS. A scarcer O-mint date in the series, this spec¬ 
imen is mostly brilliant with a semi-prooflike appearance, a conser¬ 
vatively graded example.

Well struck for the date 
with deep gray patina over both sides and a bit of golden and blue 
color surrounding the outer devices. 

1807 Draped BustAU 50 PCGS. 0-110, R.2. Deep olive-green and 
golden toning overlays the obverse, the reverse is lighter with a 
peripheral ring of crimson, golden, and russet patina. Fairly well 
struck in the centers, despite the rather advanced state of the dies. 
Final year of the Draped Bust design and an ideal type coin. Trends 
SI.650. 


CERTIFIED BUST HALF DOLLARS 

231 1807 Capped Bust AU 50 NGC. 50/20. 0-112. R. 1. Although a bit 
softly struck on the design elements, the surfaces are minimally 
abraded, and both sides are covered with attractive silver-gray ton¬ 
ing. A popular variety and a fine looking example. Trends $2,450. 

232 1830 AU 58 PCGS. Medium 0. 0-119. R.l. Deeply toned on both 
sides and retaining most of its original mint luster. Softly struck in 
the centers. 

CERTIFIED SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

233 1850 MS 63 NGC. This date has a low mintage of only 227.000 
pieces, so survivors are few, especially in top condition. This exam¬ 
ple is fully struck with dove-gray and golden toning covering both 
sides. A planchet lamination on the shield on the reverse prevents a 
higher grade. Population: 7 in 63, 1 finer. 

234 1852 MS 64 NGC. The 1852 is very scarce in all grades, being 
heavily melted due to the weight reduction in the following year.

Fully struck in all areas, this 
is a more affordable example of this rare and highly sought after one 
year type coin. There are very few disturbances on the surfaces, none 
worthy of singular mention. Light gray patina with rather dullish lus¬ 
ter that prevents the coin from grading any higher. 

237 1855-S Arrows AU 55 NGC. The total number coined of this issue 
was a scant 129.950 pieces, making this the scarcest Arrows half 
dollar and one of the most elusive issues in the entire Seated series. 
This is a well struck example that shows little of the excessive die 
polishing seen on many examples. Deeply toned a steel-gray color. 
No detracting blemishes are seen on either side. Trends $6,750 in 
AU 50. 

238 1861-0 MS 64 NGC. The last of the great mintages before the War. 
The mintage of the 1861-0 would not be topped until 1875. 
Moderately toned in charcoal-gray shadings. 

239 1875-CC MS 63 PCGS. A strong strike that is overlaid with milky, 
silver-gray patina. Fairly scarce in mint state and an always popular 
type coin because of its CC mintmark. 

240 1875-S MS 64 NGC. This frosty example boasts terrific eye appeal, 
being toned in mottled golden hues in most areas. Only a couple of 
minor obverse field marks keep it out of the gem class. 

241 1876 MS 64 PCGS. Milky-white luster on the obverse, a small tan 
colored area shows on the reverse. Prooflike fields and a bold strike, 
a well struck example of this "centennial” date. 

242 1876-CC MS 62 NGC. Well struck with deep, multicolored toning 
covering most of each side. A couple of scratches in the right 
obverse field account for the grade. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

243 1859 PR 64 NGC. Although the official mintage figure for proofs of 
this year was 800 pieces, far fewer were actually released as many 
were melted at year’s end as unsold. According to the most recent 
data from NGC only 19 coins have been so graded with another 10 
in higher conditions. This is a lovely coin that exhibits deeply reflec¬ 
tive, mirrored fields and pinpoint striking details. Deeply toned over 
both sides in shades of blue, gray, and a hint of gold, there are few 
contact marks and minor hairlines to disturb the viewer’s attention. 
Population: 21 in PR 64, 11 finer. 

244 1873 No Arrows PR 65 NGC. The deep golden toning that sur¬ 
rounds the devices turns to a bright blue when angled properly 
beneath a light. Good mirrors in the fields but, like the toning, hard 
to make out unless tilted just so. Population: 6 in PR 65, 1 finer. 

245 1879 PR 64 PCGS. Demand from date collectors creates a slight pre¬ 
mium for this date as a proof. A lovely cameoed, shimmering exam¬ 
ple that is completely white overall. 
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246 1880 PR 65 NGC. A scarce, low mintage date from this popular 
decade that is usually only available as a proof. The deep, watery 
reflectivity of this coin is covered with lovely gray. red. and sea- 
green toning. Lacking some striking details on the highpoints on the 
reverse as is often the case on proofs from this era. 

247 1884 PR 64 PCGS. Pryor Collection. The toning on this select exam¬ 
ple is a rather dusky steel-gold color, with deeply mirrored fields and 
a razor sharp strike. A popular, low mintage date in the series. 

CERTIFIED BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

248 1892 MS 65 PCGS. As a first year of issue, 1892 halves are always 
of interest to type collectors. This is certainly a handsome piece with 
its multicolored golden and blue-green toning mixed with swirling 
mint luster. Fully struck and a solid gem coin in all respects. 

249 1893-0 AU 58 PCI. Toned medium gray-gold with some gunmetal- 
blue on the reverse. Significant weakness shows in the center of the 
reverse, and the fields are deeply reflective. 

250 1903-S MS 65 PCGS. A moderately toned coin with shades of rus¬ 
set and deep-charcoal on the obverse, the reverse is much lighter 
with some patination at the borders. The reverse is exceptionally 
clean and free of noticeable abrasions, there are just a few minor, 
barely visible contact marks on the obverse. Population: 4 in 65, 3 
finer. 

251 1904 MS 64 NGC. Essentially fully struck, both sides are excep¬ 
tionally clean and mark-free. Deep gray toning is enhanced with iri¬ 
descent red and green highlights. A scarce date in choice and gem 
grades. Population: 9 in 64, 3 finer. 

252 1906-D MS 66 NGC. A lovely golden toned example, virtually 
mark-free and boldly defined. Some accents of gunmetal-blue color 
are seen at the borders. Conditionally rare, NGC has certified only 2 
examples in MS 66 with none finer. 

253 1908-0 MS 65 NGC. This is a very' pleasing example of this date. 
Both sides display a satiny, unbroken sheen, virtually no toning, and 
a surprising amount of luster and eye appeal for the issue. An impor¬ 
tant opportunity for the Barber half dollar collector. Population: 18 
in 65, 6 finer. 

254 1909-0 MS 65 PCGS. Sharp, well frosted surfaces that are outlined 
on both sides in original golden toning. The ‘09-0 is the final year 
of New Orleans production and was struck and saved in limited 
numbers. Population: 5 in 65, none higher. 

CERTIFIED PROOF BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

255 1892 PR 63 PCGS. Deeply toned in a mixture of steel-gray and 
dusky-rose, somewhat muting the original reflectivity. Popular first 
year of issue. 

256 1893 PR 67 NGC. A truly superlative example that displays exquis¬ 
ite, original toning on both sides in shades of gunmetal-blue, gold, 
and crimson. The deeply mirrored surfaces appear to be totally free 
of any distracting hairlines or any imperfections at all. just what one 
might expect from a PR 67 specimen. NGC has certified only 11 
other coins in this lofty grade, and it would be hard to imagine a finer 
appearing example. 

257 1895 PR 66 NGC. Deeply reflective and an unquestioned gem with 
clean, problem-free surfaces. A lovely proof type coin with a dusting 
of russet color on each side. 

258 1896 PR 64 PCGS. Mostly brilliant with a smattering of golden pati¬ 
na. A few scattered hairlines do not detract from the pleasing cameo 
effect provided by the frosted devices that contrast against the 
deeply mirrored fields. 

259 1896 PR 64 PCGS. Very deeply mirrored surfaces reflect some del¬ 
icate. russet patina on each side. There are a few scattered hairlines. 

CERTIFIED WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 

260 1916-D MS 65 PCGS. A satiny gem. boasting full mint luster on 
both sides, superb, frosty surfaces, and exceptional eye appeal. The 
strike is above average for the issue, with some separation noted 
between the hand and the thumb. A great coin for the advanced col¬ 
lector. 


1917 MS 65 PCGS. A beautiful early Walker that is very clean, in 
fact, clean enough to suggest an even higher grade. The devices are 
intricately detailed in all areas and overall there is a steel-gray caste 
with some underlying russet coloration. The coin has a fine matte¬ 
like texture with generous portions of satiny luster. A dark toning 
spot is noted at 4 o'clock on the obverse. 

1928- S MS 64 NGC. Bright and untoned on either side. Softly 
struck in the centers, as is usually the case with this date. The sur¬ 
faces are very well preserved and if the strike was just a trifle 
stronger, this piece would easily make the gem grade.

Highly lustrous, but showing a grease stain on 
the reverse as the only distracting blemish. Still a pleasing, upper- 
end coin. 

1934-D MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous, untoned surfaces with claims to a 
gem rating save for a small milling mark on the sun. 

1934-D MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous with a covering of even reddish tint¬ 
ed patina over each side. 

1934-D MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous and brilliant. 

1934-D MS 66 PCGS. Lustrous and almost mark-free, there is a 
splash of iridescent color along the reverse border. Exceptional qual¬ 
ity for this tougher D-mint Walker. Population: 23 in 66. 2 higher. 

1934-S MS 65 PCGS. Fully struck and completely untoned through¬ 
out. The scarcest 1934-1947 Walking Liberty issue in gem condi- 


1934- S MS 66 PCGS. An incredibly lovely example of this scarce 
date. Even though the surfaces are thoroughly brilliant, the coin still 
has enough zip to easily carry it into the 66 category. The strike is 
full, and there are virtually no marks on either side. Population: 24 
in 66. 1 finer. 

1935- S MS 64 NGC. Highly lustrous and sharply struck with just a 
hint of light rose-golden patina on each side. 

1936- D MS 66 NGC. A mostly brilliant coin with a trace of golden 
toning. Boldly struck with very clean surfaces. 

1938-D MS 64 NGC. Very scarce as a date and seldom found in high 
grades. Approaching the gem category with frosty white luster. 

1940 MS 67 NGC. A superb, fully struck specimen that is untoned 
on either side. Population: 54 in 67, 2 higher. 

1941- S MS 64 NGC. A lovely, high-end coin that is completely bril¬ 
liant and shows some die striations in the fields, giving a semi¬ 
prooflike appearance that is most appealing. 

1942- D MS 67 NGC. Completely untoned and blazing-white in 
appearance. A boldly struck gem with superb, satiny surfaces and 
essentially clear of any contact marks. 

1942-S MS 64 PCGS. Pure white with intense blazing luster. The 
fields are virtually flawless with only a minor milling mark on the 
eagle’s breast keeping this coin from a higher grade. 

1942- S MS 65 PCGS. Lovely satiny surfaces with layers of russet 
and golden color on the obverse.

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283 I 944-D MS 67 NGC. Both sides are painted in soft pastel shadings 
of color with bright underlying mint frost. An impressive, original 
Walker. 

284 1945-S MS 66 NGC. A conditionally rare Walker displaying full, 
glowing luster, an excellent strike, and virtually mark-free surfaces. 
Population: 85 in 66, 3 finer. 

CERTIFIED PROOF WALKING LIBERTY HALF

285 1940 PR 65 NGC. A strictly original proof Walker, sporting a cres¬ 
cent of milky golden-brown patina on either side. 

286 1942 PR 68 NGC. Lovely, deeply reflective surfaces with light 
frosting on both the obverse and reverse devices. Some golden- 
amber color is seen at the peripheries. A superb specimen. 
Population: 25 in PR 68. none finer. 

CERTIFIED PROOF FRANKLIN HALF DOLLARS 

287 1957 PR 66 Ultra Cameo NGC. A superb example displaying 
unfathomably deep mirrored fields and frosted devices which yield 
an amazing cameo effect. Fully brilliant and untoned. 

288 I960 PR 66 Cameo NGC. A black and white beauty of a proof with 
no imperfections and an extremely strong cameo effect on both 
sides. 

CERTIFIED EARLY DOLLAR 

289 1798 Large Eagle XF45 ANACS. B-10. BB-109. Die crack extends 
upward from the L in LIBERTY. Well centered, the surfaces are min¬ 
imally abraded and show medium density gray patina. Reasonably 
well defined for the grade. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED DOLLAR 

290 1868 PR 64 PCGS. A lovely two-toned specimen, tinted a milky 
steel-gold on the obverse and almost totally brilliant on the flashier 
reverse. One of just 600 proofs struck for the year. Population: 44 in 
PR 64. 12 finer. 

CERTIFIED TRADE DOLLAR 

291 1878-S AU 58 NGC. A sharp, essentially mint state coin with mini¬ 
mal abrasions and gray and brown overtones. 

CERTIFIED MORGAN DOLLARS 

292 1878 8TF MS 62 PCGS; 1878 8TF MS 63 PCGS; 1880 MS 64 
PCGS; and an 1882 MS 64 PCGS. All four are essentially untoned. 
(Total: 4 coins) 

293 (2) 1878-CC MS 63 PCGS. Both coins exhibit faint golden col¬ 
oration. (Total: 2 coins) 

294 1878-CC MS 64 PCGS. A shimmering white example, just a few 
light field marks to the left of Liberty from full gem quality.

Brilliant and nicely mirrored with 
a few scuffs here and there. 

347 1885-0 MS 66 PCGS. Pale gray patina on the obverse and reverse. 
Sharply struck and very clean overall. 

348 1885-0 MS 66 PCGS. Thick, vibrant luster characterizes this popu¬ 
lar O-mint dollar. The striking details are a bit soft in the centers, but 
this is virtually the only flaw we can find on this otherwise pristine 
coin.

361 1890 MS 64 NGC. deeply toned on the obverse; 1897 MS 64: and a 
1903 MS 64. golden toning on both sides, a bit heavier on the 
reverse. All three are NGC certified. (Total: 3 coins) 

362 1890-CC MS 63 ANACS. Slightly dull with gray-golden color 
throughout. 

363 1890-CC MS 63 NGC. Fully detailed, brilliant, and a few obverse 
field marks away from a finer grade. 

364 1890-CC MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Just a bit of haze 
covers both sides and there is a noticeable cameo contrast on the 
reverse. Fully struck. 

365 189I-CC MS 64 PCGS. A frosty, untoned specimen with obvious 
gem qualities. 

366 1892-CC MS 62 ANACS. A bit dull to grade any higher, each side 
is toned gray with golden peripheral accents of color. Typically 
struck. 

367 1892-0 MS 63 PCGS. Bright and satiny, with a modest amount of 
striking deficiencies noticed in the centers. 

368 1893 MS 63 PCGS. Deep steel-gray toning over both sides with 
excellent underlying luster. Softly struck as usual. 

369 1893 MS 64 NGC. Well struck with good luster and a fully white 
appearance. A pleasing coin for this better date dollar. 

370 1893-CC XF 40 ANACS. Typically struck in the centers, with a 
clean, light gray appearance. 

371 1893-CC XF 45 ANACS. Softly struck in the centers, with evidence 
of semi-prooflike surfaces still showing, and very light gray-gold 
toning in the fields. 

372 1894-S MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Lightly toned with 
sparkling luster in the fields and sharp central details for this scarce 
and popular S-mint. Highly elusive with DMPL qualities. 

373 1897 MS 65 NGC. Mark-free fields and deep, satiny luster abound 
on each side. The hair over Liberty’s ear and the eagle's feathers are 
well struck. 

374 1898-0 MS 66 NGC. Superb surfaces overall with bright, coruscat¬ 
ing luster. There are virtually no abrasions on either side and the coin 
is brilliant except for the slightest bit of peripheral golden color on 
both sides. The only flaw we can find is a slight softness of strike in 
the centers. 

375 1898-0 MS 67 NGC. Fully lustrous and white with immaculate 
fields. One of only 20 pieces so graded by NGC, with none finer. 

376 1898-S MS 64 PCGS. A trifle soft in the centers, with relatively 
clean surfaces and a whisper of prooflikeness. 

377 1899-0 MS 65 NGC. An uncommonly clean, virtually mark-free 
specimen that is very bright and lustrous. 
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378 1899-0 MS 66 NGC. The obverse is partially overlaid with antique- 
golden toning and a crescent of electric-blue is seen on the left side, 
while the reverse exhibits a rose-golden color. The underlying sur¬ 
faces are fully detailed and essentially mark-free. 

379 I899-S MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. A very scarce dollar with deeply 
reflective fields, and also a difficult coin to locate in high grade. This 
brilliant piece has only one detracting area, that being several small 
slide marks on the cheek of Liberty. 

380 1901-0 MS 65 PCGS. Bright, satiny luster, minimally abraded, and 
exhibiting semi-reflective fields. 

381 1901-S MS 63 PCGS. Quite sharp for this scarcer S-mint. with only 
a bit of golden color over each side. 

382 1902-0 MS 65 PCGS. Satiny and extremely well preserved. 

383 1903 MS 65 NGC. Gem quality in every respect, exhibiting vibrant 
luster, complete definition, and some russet toning about the outer 
portions. 

384 1903 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Particularly bright for the issue, with 
excellent sharpness in the centers and solidly reflective qualities 
over both sides, quite elusive for an ‘03-P dollar. 

385 1903-0 MS 64 PCGS. An entirely original piece with a light coating 
of gray patina throughout. 

386 1903-0 MS 64 NGC. A brilliant example of this once-rare O-mint, 
minimally abraded and attractive. 

387 1903-0 MS 65 PCGS. An absolutely pristine ‘03-0, well frosted and 
about as clean for the date as we have seen in quite some time. 

388 1904 MS 63 NGC. Attractive, deep silver-gray toning with irides¬ 
cent blue and gold highlights. Good surfaces and eye appeal for the 
grade. 

389 1904-0 MS 66 NGC. Except for one small milling mark under the 
eye, this example is free of most of the troublesome abrasions so 
often encountered. Bright, satiny luster. 

390 1921 MS 64 AN ACS, a rim clip shows at 6 o’clock on the obverse 
and the corresponding location on the reverse; and a 1924 MS 63 
ANACS, a rim clip shows at 5 o’clock on the obverse. Both coins 
are moderately toned overall. (Total; 2 coins) 

CERTIFIED PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 

391 1880 PR 64 NGC. An attractive example of this beautiful issue. 
Proof Morgan dollars have always tickled the fancy of collectors. 
This example is clean and virtually problem-free. The medium gold¬ 
en color adds a great deal of character. 

392 1898 PR 60 ANACS. Very dull and noticeably hairlined, and afford¬ 
able example. Only 735 proofs were coined this year. 

CERTIFIED PEACE DOLLARS 

393 1921 MS 64 PCGS. Originally toned surfaces that, while a trifle soft 
in the center of the obverse, make up for it in lack of marks and 
appealing, soft orange-gold accents. 

394 1921 MS 64 PCGS. Highly lustrous and showing no color on either 
side. The strike is softly defined in the centers, as usual. 

395 1921 MS 65 PCGS. An outstanding strike characterizes this coin as 
well as bright lustrous surfaces that show just a bit of light color. 

396 1922-S MS 63 PCGS. A strong strike with outstanding luster. 

397 1923 MS 63 PCGS, old holder; (2) 1923 MS 64 NGC, both lightly 

toned; and a 1925 MS 64 PCGS, light golden color. (Total: 4 coins) 

398 1923 MS 65 NGC. A high grade example of this date, with lots of 

luster, lightly toned surfaces, and great eye appeal. 

399 1923-S MS 63 PCGS. splotchy golden toning: 1926 MS 63 PCGS, 
deep gray patina overall; and a 1926-S MS 63 PCGS, bright and lus¬ 
trous with a few milky spots on the reverse. (Total: 3 coins) 

400 1923-S MS 64 NGC. A clean, frosty-white specimen with satiny 
brilliance in the almost mark-free fields. 


401 1924 MS 66 NGC. Blazing mint luster covers this coin and is inter¬ 
rupted by only the smallest blemishes. A lovely example of this 
scarce type coin in MS 66. 

402 1924-S MS 62 ANACS. A well struck example of this scarcer issue 
that shows almost complete, though faint, details on the wing of the 
eagle. Light in color. 

403 1925 MS 65 NGC. Sharply struck with bright, lustrous surfaces, a 
completely untoned example. The strike is bold, and the cheek is 
exceptionally clean. 

404 1925 MS 66 PCGS. A near-flawless coin that shows heavy mint frost 
beneath rich golden toning. Peace dollars are much scarcer in MS 66 
than Morgan dollars. 

405 1926-S MS 64 PCGS. A very choice example that exhibits some 
mottled gray-russet color on the obverse, red and gray shades on the 
reverse. 

406 1927-D MS 62 NGC. Well struck with a number of marks scattered 
over each side that limit the grade. 

407 1927-S MS 63 PCGS. Well struck with bright satiny luster and 
showing some violet and golden color. Scarce. 

408 1928 MS 64 PCGS. There is a bright, satiny sheen beneath the lay¬ 
ers of dove-gray toning. An interesting display of surface textures on 
this scarce, semi-key issue. 

409 1934-D MS 64 NGC. The surfaces exude a bright, satiny glow and 
overall are very close to full gem status. 

410 1935 MS 63 PCGS. Fully struck with only slight abrasions on either 
side and just a hint of gray color on each side. 

411 1935 MS 64 PCGS. Amazingly clean surfaces that can withstand the 
closest scrutiny on the obverse devices. Silvery-gray patina and 
sharply struck. 

412 1935 MS 64 PCGS. Moderately toned with subdued, satin-like lus¬ 
ter. 

413 1935-S MS 62 ANACS. Tiny flecks of red-gold color appear on the 
obverse; the reverse is white and untoned. Nice eye appeal for the 
grade. 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 

414 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 63 PCGS. The luster is a bit 
subdued and there are a few slidemarks on the worker’s hat. 

415 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 64 PCGS. An upper-end 
example of this beautifully designed commemorative gold coin. 
Lustrous with moderate orange-gold color. 

416 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 64 PCGS. A lustrous 
example with moderate orange-gold color. 

417 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 64 PCGS. Superb luster 
and accented by a rich overlay of bright yellow-gold color on each 
side. An appealing Pan-Pac that is very close to grading MS 65. 

418 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 64 PCGS. Intensely lus¬ 
trous with rich, variegated deep red-gold color spread across each 
side. 

419 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 64 NGC. Lovely orange 
patina is layered over the surfaces which show excellent luster and 
no obvious abrasions. 

420 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 64 NGC. A well struck 
and very lustrous specimen exhibiting a slightly granular appear¬ 
ance. 

42 1 1915-S Panama-Pacific Quarter Eagle MS 66 NGC. This is a very 
impressive coin. Gold commemoratives are supposed to be nice but 
this piece is not just nice in the sense of technical perfection, it has 
that extra dimension of quality that can only be called “eye appeal.” 
The luster is thick and frosted throughout and most all details are 
well defined adding even more visual interest. Population: 68 in 66, 
8 finer. 

422 1916 McKinley MS 63 PCGS. Light reddish color. A couple of small 
marks on the obverse account for the grade. 
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423 1916 McKinley MS 64 PCGS. A shimmering example with deep 
reddish-gold color. Lovely semi-prooflike fields add to the appeal of 
this already lovely coin. 

424 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63 PCGS. Unusually bright and fully lus¬ 
trous. a couple of surface marks limit the grade. 

425 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 NGC. Clean and sharp, with pleas¬ 
ing, satiny mint luster and only a few pinpoint marks from gem qual¬ 
ity. 

426 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. A lovely example with pale 
olive-green coloration about the peripheries. 

CERTIFIED GOLD DOLLARS 

427 1849-0 MS 62 NGC. An important coin for the collector, not 
because of its rarity per se, but because of its status as a first year 
type coin. The lustrous, golden-orange surfaces are downgraded to 
MS 62 because of several field marks and weakness of strike on both 
sides. 

428 1851 MS 63 PCGS. Well struck with attractive two-toned yellow 
and orange-gold coloration. Excellent luster characteristics, a num¬ 
ber of small marks on the obverse limit the grade. Trends SI,625. 

429 1851-0 MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous and reasonably well struck with no 
large or distracting blemishes. Rich orange-gold color throughout. 
Population: 19 in 63, 7 finer. 

430 1853 MS 64 NGC. Intricately detailed with exquisite two-toned col¬ 
oration. The only noticeable surface defect is a small discolored spot 
at the left side of the reverse. Trends $2,400. 

431 1854 Type One MS 61 NGC. A sharp strike with bright satiny luster 
and evidence of die clashing on the reverse. 

432 1854 Type Two AU 58 NGC. Very well struck for the design with 
the usual light clash marks in the fields. 

433 1859 MS 62 PCGS. While a rather common date, among Type Three 
gold dollars the 1859 is an important coin because of the earliness of 
the date. This is a pleasing, well struck coin with a few minor field 
marks that account for the grade. 

434 1870 MS 63 NGC. Bright, satiny luster with a reddish tint over both 
sides. One of just 6.300 business strikes issued and apparently not 
hoarded like similar, lower mintage issues in the last decade of gold 
dollar production. Trends $1,775. 

435 1877 MS 62 PCGS. A scarce date with only 3,900 business strikes 
produced. This piece has eye appeal far beyond the stated grade. The 
fields are bright and prooflike with minimal abrasions. Fully struck 

also. 

436 1877 MS 66 PCGS. With a mintage of only 3,920 pieces, this date 
is obviously scarce in any grade. The present piece is a gem exam¬ 
ple with a hint of pleasing reddish-gold toning around the periphery. 
Population: 4 in 66, 4 finer. 

437 1888 MS 68 PCGS. A glittering satiny jewel that is virtually impos¬ 
sible to improve upon. For whatever reason, the gold dollars of the 
1880s were made as nicely as any coins ever minted by our govern¬ 
ment. Coupled with the fact that a number of these little gems were 
set aside by collectors and well preserved over the years, collectors 
now have the opportunity to buy a visually stunning piece of numis¬ 
matic art. This is the finest example thus far certified by PCGS. 

438 1889 MS 64 PCGS. This popular final year of issue has a reputation 
for high quality coins but this piece is definitely a cut above the 
norm even for this date. The fields are deeply prooflike making the 
coin at first glance resemble a proof. There is a modest amount of 
frost on the obverse devices but virtually none on the reverse. Free 
from most distracting blemishes. 

CERTIFIED CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLE 

439 1839-0 XF 45 NGC. Evenly worn, with a bright green-gold finish. 
This first year O-mint quarter eagle enjoys tremendous popularity 
and displays the briefly used obverse mintmark. Trends $1,200. 


CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

1842-0 XF 45 PCGS. One of the most notable condition rarities 
among Coronet quarter eagles, the '42-0 is seldom seen in XF or 
better condition. Striking softness is noted in the central portions of 
each side, but the surfaces are unusually free from the normally seen 
troublesome abrasions. Trends $2,050. 

1847 MS 63 PCGS. This date is very scarce, but is generally avail¬ 
able in circulated grades. In mint state, however, it is virtually non¬ 
existent. The satiny surfaces exhibit subdued luster accounting for 
the grade. The fields are abnormally clear of most noticeable contact 
marks. Population: 1 in 63, none finer by either service. Trends 
$11,000. 

1850 MS 62 NGC. Thin Date. Breen-6205. Both sides are well 
struck at the peripheries, showing partial, raised wire rims on both 
sides. The highpoints on the reverse are a trifle weak, which seems 
to be characteristic of the date. Scarce in ail mint state grades. 
Remnants of prooflikeness shows in the fields. Population: 7 in 62. 

4 finer. Trends $2,250. 

1851 MS 63 NGC. Full satiny luster over both sides, with the only 
mentionable marks being a small scratch on either side. One of the 
more available early Liberty quarter eagles in mint state, but still 
fairly scarce at this grade level. Population: 11 in 63, 9 finer. 

1853 MS 62 PCGS. Fully lustrous with a few small luster grazes and 
a couple of minor contact marks. The center of the reverse is softly 
defined. Trends $775. 

1854-C AU 53 NGC. Very scarce in AU condition, the 1854-C with 
its mintage of only 7.295 pieces is usually only seen in VF. XF coins 
such as this are rare, and only about 15-20 AU pieces are believed 
extant. This piece shows little of the planchet flaking often seen, and 
the still lustrous yellow-gold surfaces are free from all but the most 
trivial abrasions. Softly struck, as usual, around the shield on the 
reverse. Trends $5,250 in AU 50, $7,500 in AU 55. 

1866-S XF 40 NGC. A moderately scarce issue that is usually not 
available any finer than XF. This piece has the striking softness com¬ 
mon to S-mint gold of this era and there are a few typical contact 
marks. Trends $950. 

1869-S AU 55 NGC. Typically weak in the centers, with an attrac¬ 
tive pinkish-gold tint and satiny luster. Most often found well worn, 
the 1869-S emerges as a truly rare issue in AU and uncirculated con¬ 
dition. Trends $1,550 in AU 55. 

1879 AU 58 NGC. Mostly lustrous and sharply struck with a hint of 
rubbing. 

1879 MS 63 PCGS. Razor sharp with intense satiny brilliance 
throughout and a rich golden color. A scarcer date in comparison to 
20th century issues of this type. 

1887 MS 62 PCGS. A scarcer date that is somewhat elusive to the 
Liberty quarter eagle specialist. This coin is bright, and both sides 
are quite reflective. Only a few hairlines and abrasions keep this 
piece from the choice category. 

1888 MS 61 NGC. A moderately scarce date and one that is often 
seen with some striking softness, as noted on this piece. Deep 
orange-gold color. 

1900 MS 64 PCGS. Wonderfully preserved, with pinpoint striking 
details, lovely golden-orange accents, and original satiny luster. 

1904 MS 64 PCGS. Bright, satiny luster and a sharp strike are pre¬ 
sent. This will be an excellent specimen for inclusion in a very 
choice uncirculated type set of U.S. gold. 

1905 MS 64 PCGS. Sharply struck, the features are minimally 
abraded and overall the coin has a look of a full gem. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

1910 MS 64 PCGS. An enchanting coin with surfaces that sparkle 
with rich golden patina. Thickly frosted with a few minute abrasions 
but very attractive overall. 

1911-D MS 61 NGC. The bright, lustrous surfaces show a few 
small, scattered abrasions, but overall this is a very pleasing mint 
state specimen of this rare, low mintage issue. Well struck with a 
sharp mintmark. 
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457 1911-D MS 63 NGC. This coin represents a good value in this rare 
date. The surfaces are quite clean for the grade and show a rich red¬ 
dish-orange tinge surrounding the devices. The mintmark is lightly 
impressed but easily seen by the unaided eye. 

458 1912 MS 63 NGC. A nice coin for the grade with bright lustrous sur¬ 
faces and attractive copper-gold color. 

459 1913 AU 58 PCI. Light wear on the highpoints. 

460 1913 MS 63 NGC. Superior luster characteristics and showing a 
couple of alloy spots on the reverse. Just a bit softly struck on the 
lowest feather of the headdress. 

461 1914 MS 62 PCGS. Good luster on this scarcer date. 

462 1914 MS 63 NGC. Brightly lustrous and clean for the grade, held 
back from a higher grade by the presence of some field marks on the 
reverse. Scarce, key date issue. Trends $2,800. 

463 I914-D MS 62 NGC. Unusually bright surfaces show few distract¬ 
ing blemishes. Popular date. 

464 1914-D MS 63 NGC. Well brought up with subdued reddish-golden 
surfaces. Lightly marked. 

465 1914-D MS 63 NGC. Coppery-red, with copious amounts of origi¬ 
nal luster emanating from both sides. Nicely struck and fully 
detailed. 

466 1925-D MS 62 NGC. Bright yellow-gold color and a pleasing coin 
with the marks that limit the grade mostly located in the obverse 
field. 

467 1927 MS 64 PCGS. A lovely, high-end Indian quarter eagle that 
derives much of its beauty from the rich yellow-gold color that cov¬ 
ers both sides. The obverse is mostly free from post-striking impair¬ 
ments while the reverse shows a small scratch through E 
PLURIBUS UNUM. Excellent luster and terrific overall eye appeal. 
Trends $1,850. 

468 1928 MS 62 NGC. The luster is slightly subdued and there are some 
noticeable marks that limit the grade. 

469 1928 MS 63 PCGS. Premium color and luster for the grade, but a 
few minor marks are seen on either side. 

CERTIFIED THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

470 1874 AU 58 PCGS. Light friction on the highpoints. this coin has 
some yellow-gold color and excellent luster. One of the three most 
commonly encountered dates in the series, the 1874 is generally 
known for high quality coins and is often used for type purposes. 

471 1878 AU 58 PCGS. Much orange-gold color adheres to the surfaces 
and there are noticeable portions of original mint luster still in evi¬ 
dence as well. 

472 1878 AU 58 PCGS. Generally well struck with medium orange-gold 
color, a popular example of a three-dollar type coin. 

473 1879 AU 55 PCGS. A very lustrous example with some deep, red- 
orange color over each side. Only slight rubbing is visible on the 
highpoints. Trends $1,500. 

474 1882 MS 62 PCGS. The 1882 three-dollar enjoys an impressively 
low mintage of only 1,500 business strikes, yet, is not the great rar¬ 
ity one might imagine it to be, thus making it a popular item for col¬ 
lectors. Apparently a number of high grade pieces were saved and 
the determined collector can usually acquire a nice specimen with 
some diligence. This piece has the usual prooflike fields with some 
cartwheel mixed in also. The surfaces are relatively clean for the 
grade and there is a rich orange color overall. Population: 13 in MS 
62. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF EAGLE 

475 1807 Bust Left MS 62 PCGS. First year of issue for the John Reich 
Bust Left design and always in demand by collectors as a type coin. 
This piece, of course, is far above average for the date which is usu¬ 
ally only seen in XF condition. The surfaces show only small marks 
and a distinctive yellow-gold color is noted over both sides. Very 
sharply struck in all areas. Trends $8,250 in MS 62. 


CERTIFIED CLASSIC HALF EAGLE 

476 1838-D MS 61 NGC. The third rarest issue in the Classic series, 
trailing only the Crosslet 4 of 1834 and the ‘38-C. the 1838-D is a 
widely recognized rarity that is important not only to collectors of 
this short-lived series but is also a significant coin as a first year of 
issue from the Dahlonega mint as well as having the unusual obverse 
mintmark. When found (and that is seldom) most examples are VF 
or XF at best. Legitimate mint state coins are very rare. This is one 
of the two finest specimens known, with only three mint state pieces 
certified to date by both services. The striking details are unusually 
bold on this coin with complete hair detail over the ear of Liberty. 
Complete mint luster remains, and there are only small, insignificant 
abrasions scattered about. The only mentionable marks are a small 
one at the front of the neck of Liberty and a couple on the cheek. An 
outstanding example of this rare Classic issue. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

477 1841 AU 50 NGC. A scarce early Coronet five, and an issue that 
exists in mint state in small numbers, this piece represents an oppor¬ 
tunity to acquire a near-mint example at an affordable price. The 
devices are sharply struck with good definition even on the eagle's 
leg and bright surfaces that show a few scattered, small abrasions. 
Trends $1,850 in AU 50. 

478 1843-D MS 63 NGC. One of the more available Dahlonega half 
eagles in lower grades, the ‘43-D is often the date chosen for high 
grade type sets. This is a lovely example that has glittering, prooflike 
fields. The coin has a deep yellow-gold caste with light reddish color 
on the highpoints as well as in the more exposed areas. The striking 
details are well brought up in all areas. There are small abrasions 
scattered about, none of which overly detract. A rare opportunity for 
the gold specialist. Population: 2 in 63, none finer. 

479 1848-D—Sea Salvaged—ANACS. Appearing AU 55, the 1848 is a 
scarce Dahlonega half eagle, considerably more difficult to locate in 
all grades than the previous five years from this mint. It is a very elu¬ 
sive item any finer than XF with only a handful of pieces having 
been so graded since the early 1920s. This is an especially pleasing 
coin that has bright fields that show a matte-like finish and only five 
points of wear. Well struck, there are a few minor abrasions on the 
obverse. 

480 1850 AU 53 PCGS A surprisingly difficult P-mint that is actually 
scarcer than several of the mintmarked issues of the era. The '50-P 
is very elusive in AU or better condition with Akers having only 
recorded the appearance of 3 such coins in auctions between 1944 
and 1978. This piece has bright golden-orange surfaces that are 
lightly abraded and is well struck on the obverse with soft detailing 
on the reverse. 

481 1850 MS 61 NGC. A deceptively difficult issue with an unimpres¬ 
sively high mintage of which few high grade examples survive 
today. This the first mint state example we have seen in some time, 
and it is one of only 4 pieces in uncirculated condition certified by 
NGC. Sharply struck on the obverse with some softness noted on the 
eagle’s neck on the reverse. A relatively clean coin for the grade with 
numerous small ticks in the fields and just a bit lackluster to grade 
higher. 

482 1855-C XF 45 NGC. This is an original non-seawater coin whose 
surfaces have a medium reddish tint. The obverse striking details are 
very strong, while some of the reverse devices are a bit softly 
impressed, as usual. Minimally abraded. The 1855-C is a very scarce 
coin that is seldom seen any finer than the present coin. Trends 
$2,450 in XF 45. 

483 1868-S AU 50 PCGS. Vej 7 rare in AU condition with only 9 other 
pieces that have been certified in AU by the major certification ser¬ 
vices; the 1868-S is unknown in strict mint condition, making this 
one of the finest examples. This piece is missing just a bit of luster 
in the fields and on the highpoints and there are a couple of light 
coppery stains scattered here and there. Well struck, except on the 
eagle’s neck as usual, with only minor abrasions. Trends $4,800. 

484 1869 AU 50 PCGS. An extremely rare With Motto five with an 
impressively low mintage of only 1,760 pieces. Typical for the issue, 
this piece is reflective in the fields and sharply struck. Light reddish 
color is seen over both sides. This is one of the finest examples of 
this rare date known. No mint state pieces are known to exist today. 
Population: 4 in AU 50, 5 finer. Trends $3,900. 
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485 1871-S AU 53 PCGS. A very scarce S-mint five that is considerably 

more difficult than the mintage of 25.000 pieces would suggest. This 
is one of the finest available and only 3 specimens have been certi¬ 
fied bv PCGS in higher grades. Sharply struck, there is some rich- 
golden patina on each side as well as a considerable amount of lus- 


486 1873 Open 3 MS 62 PCGS. A rare issue and definitely an important 
coin in mint condition. Well defined except on the eagle’s neck, the 
coin has an attractive orange-gold patina and shows a few small 
marks, mostly on the obverse. Population: 4 in 62, 4 finer. 

487 1880-S MS 62 NGC. Fully lustrous, with superior eye appeal for the 
grade. Fully struck in a deep, yellow gold; the reverse shows traces 
of coppery overtones and a few alloy spots. 

488 1892 MS 63 PCGS. Satinv in appearance with a bold strike and a bit 
more flash on the reverse. Only nominally abraded, this scarcer half 
eagle issue is rarely seen finer. 

489 1893-S MS 63 NGC. Frosty with green-gold peripheral highlights. 
Scarce as a mint state coin and very difficult any finer than MS 62. 
Population: 13 in 63. 9 finer. 

490 1895-S XF 40 NGC. Lustrous and lightly worn, a scarce coin in 
higher grades 

491 1897-S AU 55 PCGS. Sharply struck with subdued surfaces that 
show a reddish accent of color around the peripheries. Trends $400 
inAU 55.

494 1900-S MS 64 NGC. A premium type coin that is strongly sugges¬ 
tive of a full blown gem. The surfaces are very clean and problem- 
free, the strike is complete, and the luster is satiny with an attractive 
orange tint. 

495 1903-S MS 61 PCGS. Satiny luster with minimal abrasions for the 
grade 

496 1904 MS 62 NGC. Lustrous, satiny surfaces are pummeled with a 
plethora of tiny contact marks. 

497 1904-S MS 63 PCGS. A very elusive coin in all grades of mint state, 
even though the mintage was 97.000, which should have provided a 
great mans hich crude sumw>rs Thi' a charming piece that 
shows satiny fields and is fully struck throughout. Minimally abrad¬ 
ed. Population: 4 in 63. 3 finer. Trends $3,750. 

498 1905 MS 62 PCGS. A bright, yellow-gold coin that is well struck 
and has good eye appeal for the grade. 

499 1906-S MS 64 PCGS. Satiny, lustrous surfaces and clean fields with 
the exception of a couple of small grease stains (as struck), between 
the fourth and fifth stars. A scarce date in this grade. Population: 9 
in 64, 3 finer. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN HALF EAGLES 

500 1908 MS 62 PCGS. A sharply struck and minimally abraded (for the 
grade) example of this popular first year of issue gold coin. 

501 1908-D MS 62 PCGS. Remarkably clean on the obverse with just a 
few minor marks in the reverse fields. Well struck with excellent lus- 

50"> 1909 MS 62 NGC. Slightly marked on each side, the surfaces are 

muted by a thin veneer of patina but there is adequate underlying 

503 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Rich golden color with an above average 
strike. 

504 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. A frosty example with rich golden toning. A 
few contact marks are seen on the reverse. 

505 1909-D MS 62 NGC. The most common date in the series, and as a 
result the issue most often used for type purposes. Coppery-golden 
luster. 

506 1909-D MS 63 PCGS. Fully struck but kept from grading higher by 
a few small abrasions on each side. 


507 1909-D MS 63 PCGS. Well struck with much reddish-golden color 
throughout. There are several small contact marks that limit the 
grade. 

508 1909-D MS 63 PCGS. A colorful example of this sharply defined, 
common date half eagle. 

509 1911 MS 62 NGC. Sharply struck with excellent color and strong 
mint luster. Remarkably clean with the only area of minor abrading 
being in the field above the eagle. 

510 1912 MS 64 NGC. Lovely original color and very frosty, but kept 
from 65 status by a few' scattered field marks on the reverse. 

511 1913 MS 62 PCGS. Softly struck with complete, unbroken luster 
and showing a few scattered marks over the surfaces. 

512 1913 MS 63 PCGS. Clean, well frosted surfaces, struck in rich 
orange-gold and particularly choice on the obverse. 

513 1914 MS 62 NGC. An especially clean example that could easily 
pass for a higher grade coin were it not for a hint of flatness on the 
Indian's cheek. 

514 1914-D MS 62 NGC. A moderately scarce and somewhat over¬ 
looked issue that is quite rare and expensive in higher grades. 
Reasonably well struck with only small, inoffensive abrasions on 
either side. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY EAGLES 

515 1842 AU 50 PCGS. Large Date. The Large and Small Date varieties 
were minted in approximately equal numbers, but in better grades 
the Large Date is a more difficult and more costly item. This is a 
very pleasing coin whose surfaces are a bright yellow-gold. The 
strike is sharp in all areas and there are no mentionable flaws other 
than many small contact marks seen overall. Trends $2,050 in AU 
50. 

516 1852 XF 45 ANACS. A more available No Motto issue in lower 
grades. Soft peripheral detail with numerous small marks on each 
side. Trends $425. 

517 1853/2 XF 45 NGC. A very rare overdate ten of which Breen esti¬ 
mates only 8-10 pieces exist. We believe that perhaps the number of 
survivors is considerably greater, but none are known in mint state. 
This is an original piece that has a number of darker incrustations 
around the peripheral devices, including the date, but the down- 
stroke of the 2 shows plainly within the lower loop of the 3. Trends 
$950 in XF 45. 

518 1859-S XF 40 PCGS. This is a date that Akers compares to the 1858 
in overall rarity. In his auction survey done some years ago. he 
ranked the ‘59-S near the top of the series in rarity according to fre¬ 
quency of appearance at auction and also in rarity according to aver¬ 
age grade. The finest examples we know of are 3 AU coins certified 
by PCGS. This is a condition rarity even in XF with Breen calling 
coins in this grade “prohibitively rare.” The surfaces are peppered 
with some normally seen small abrasions, but none too heavy. Light 
coppery patina has gathered under the devices. Trends $4,950. 

519 1867 AU 55 PCGS. This is the finest certified 1867 ten-dollar (actu¬ 
ally tied for finest with a single NGC AU 55), and it is a lovely spec¬ 
imen indeed. The fields are bright and prooflike with only a few 
small abrasions that diminish the sparkle of the coin. Sharply struck 
throughout with excellent detailing on the hair curls of Liberty and 
the eagle’s plumage. Superior quality and strong eye appeal. Trends 
$6,500. 

5"?0 1868 AU 50 PCGS. A very scarce date in all grades and virtually 

non-existent above the XF level. This piece shows good sinking 
details and there are noticeable bits of mirrored reflectivity in the 
fields surrounding the stars and other protected areas of the devices. 
Trends $2,750 in AU 50. 

521 1868 AU 58 PCGS. A scarce With Motto issue that is apparently 

unknown in mint state as none have yet been certified by either of 
the major services. This is quite an impressive piece that has bright, 
reflective fields, is well struck, and has a number of smaller abra¬ 
sions scattered across the surfaces, the only mentionable ones being 
several contact marks on the face of Liberty. 
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1868-S AU 55 PCGS.”Better than EF, it is unknown to the best of 
my knowledge.” That was how Dave Akers described the 1868-S in 
his comprehensive survey of ten-dollar gold pieces. This is a solid 
AU coin and a mid-condition census example. A mere 13,500 pieces 
were struck and only a couple of handfuls survive today in all 
grades. This coin has bright underlying surfaces beneath a light 
ruddy overlay of patina that covers both sides and darkens consider¬ 
ably around the peripheral devices. Good portions of mint luster 
remain, especially in the more protected areas of the devices. Lightly- 
abraded on each side, there are no singular marks worthy of mention. 
A bit softly struck, but uniformly so throughout. Trends $6,500 in 
AU 50, not listed higher. 

1871-S AU 53 NGC. This piece is bright with some luster still show¬ 
ing. The Y-shaped die crack is missing from the left obverse field on 
this piece. The most obvious mark on the coin is a shallow scratch 
in the reverse field between the eagle's breast and the olive leaves. 
A tad softly struck in the centers. Trends $6,850 in AU 50, not list¬ 
ed higher. 

1876-S XF 45 NGC. Rare in all grades, the ‘76-S has the second 
lowest mintage of all S-mint tens with only 5.000 pieces struck. It is 
very rare above VF, and in terms of condition rarity ranks in the top 
109f of all ten-dollar gold pieces. The fields retain a faint amount of 
original prooflikeness that is still vaguely evident when held beneath 
a light. A bit softly struck on the obverse, the surfaces show a num¬ 
ber of small abrasions but none that deserve individual mention. 
Trends $2,750. 

1880 MS 63 PCGS. Splendid original color is seen on both sides of 
this choice specimen. Fairly common in lesser grades of uncirculat¬ 
ed. the population of 1880 eagles thins out rapidly in finer grades. 
Fully struck with a prooflike obverse and minimal blemishes. Trends 
$3,750. 

1880 MS 63 NGC. Rich reddish color covers both sides of this 
choice specimen. This date is readily available in lower grades of 
uncirculated, but clean, minimally marked specimens are very elu¬ 
sive. Fully struck with a few field marks that account for the grade. 
Population: 6 in 63, only 3 finer. 

1880-S MS 63 NGC. Sharply struck in all areas with lustrous sur¬ 
faces that exhibit pleasing, original golden color and no serious 
marks. Only a small quantity of uncirculated ‘80-S tens survive, 
with most of those being of average MS 60 to MS 61 quality. This 
piece is considerably nicer than the typical example. Population: 1 in 
63. 1 higher. Trends $3,500. 

1883 MS 63 NGC. Minted in lower numbers and far scarcer in mint 
state than the two preceding Philadelphia issues. Sharply struck with 
bright, lustrous surfaces, one of the finer examples known. 
Population: 6 in 63, 1 finer. 

1885 MS 63 NGC. While only moderately scarce in lower grades, 
the 1885 is a condition rarity above the MS 62 level. This is the sec¬ 
ond finest piece certified by NGC, exceeded in grade only by a sin¬ 
gle MS 65. Fully struck, the thick satiny luster has a lovely pinkish 
tint and there are a few contact marks in the fields that limit the 
grade. Trends $4,050. 

1886 MS 64 PCGS. Our experience shows that the 1886 eagle is 
one of the most underrated of numerous, tough later date tens. This 
is one of the nicest examples we’ve seen of this underappreciated 
Philadelphia ten. Both sides are minimally abraded and show deep, 
satiny, bright-golden luster. Population: 3 in 64, none higher. 

1892 MS 63 NGC. Fully detailed with a bright, semi-prooflike 
sheen in the fields and only a few inconsequential obverse marks. 
Average quality ‘92-P eagles are plentiful, but the appearance of a 
select example is unusual. Population: 14 in 63, 8 finer. Trends 
$1,575. 

1892-S MS 63 NGC. Scarce in uncirculated grades and especially 
elusive in MS 63 with none certified by either service in finer con¬ 
dition. This is a bright coin with satiny fields. The surfaces are light¬ 
ly marked but sharply struck. An attractive example. Population: 2 
in 63, none finer. 

1893 MS 62 PCGS. A pleasing example of a Liberty eagle type coin. 
Well struck with very lustrous surfaces. 

1893 MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck with good luster characteristics. A 
few surface marks limit the grade. 

1894 MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous and sharply defined with a number of 
abrasions that account for the grade. 


536 1901-S MS 64 PCGS. The bright, lustrous surfaces show vellow- 
gold centers with deeper orange-gold peripheries. A splendid, near¬ 
mint example. 

537 1905-S MS 63 PCGS. A very- scarce issue in spite of its substantial 
mintage of 369,250 pieces. Strict mint state pieces are very rare with 
only 1 other coin so graded by PCGS and 1 in a higher grade. This 
is a sharply struck piece that has bright, fulsome luster. There are 
numerous small abrasions peppered across each side, none of which 
are large. A light, lilac colored area is noted in the right obverse field. 
Trends $5,000. 

538 1907 MS 62 NGC. Nice original color. There are a number of small 
contact marks in the obverse fields. 

539 1907 MS 64 ANACS. Sharply struck and lustrous with a few minor 
marks and luster grazes that prevent a higher grade. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN EAGLES 

540 1909-S AU 58 PCGS. The surfaces on this scarce S-mint ten are 
bright and satiny with an overlay of delicate orange patina. Light 
rubbing on the highpoints. 

541 1909-S MS 63 PCGS. Bright, satiny luster with terrific color and 
flash for the grade. Mint state survivors of this issue are scarce, but 
tend to come nice. Trends $2,300. 

542 1914 MS 65 NGC. A gem that displays a particularly vibrant 
appearance, but is limited in grade by a couple of hairline facial 
marks. Scarce in top condition. Population: 11 in 65, 4 higher. 

543 1914-D MS 64 NGC. A satin-like example with frosty features and 
a bare minimum of surface marks. Population: 37 in 64, 6 higher. 
Trends $2,400. 

544 1926 MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck and covered with thick frosted mint 
luster. A conservatively graded specimen. 

545 1926 MS 62 PCGS. Well struck and minimally abraded. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

546 1861 MS 60 ANACS. Any Type One twenty in mint state is a major 
find. This example is lightly abraded, as can be expected from the 
grade. One small toning spot is noted in the left obverse field. Still, 
a pleasing example of a very difficult type. 

547 1892-CC AU 58 PCGS. This is an impressive example of this some¬ 
what scarcer Carson City twenty. The surfaces show a few small 
abrasions, but that is the biggest drawback we can find. The coin has 
a lovely orange-gold color and there is nearly full luster remaining. 

548 1893 MS 62 PCGS. A moderately scarce date from the 1890s and 
one that is conditionally scarce above MS 60. Lustrous and fully 
struck, a couple of grease stains are noted on the obverse. 

549 1894 MS 63 NGC. While common enough in the lower grades of 
uncirculated, the 1894 is a scarce item in MS 63 or better condition.

Pleasing, well frosted surfaces that display orig¬ 
inal yellow-gold color. Myriad small contact marks pepper the fields 
and limit the grade. Trends $1,800. 

552 1902-S MS 63 NGC. A scarce and underrated date in choice condi¬ 
tion with only 23 so graded by NGC (9 finer). Surprisingly clean 
surfaces for the grade with good luster and a strong strike. Trends 
$1,300. 

553 1903 MS 64 PCGS. A premium example with smooth, lustrous sur¬ 
faces that have a couple of small facial abrasions that keep it in the 
64 category. 
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CERTIFIED SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 

554 1907 Arabic Numerals MS 65 NGC. Pale orange-gold patina. 
Struck in the revised lower relief which required much less effort in 
the coining process and facilitated greater production. Interesting as 
a first year issue. Trends $3,000. 

555 1909 MS 63 NGC. Shimmering mint luster with few appreciable 
marks on either side. Some pricing guides do not put the 1909 on 
equal ground with the overdate of the same year, but it is every bit 
as rare in MS 63 condition and even more elusive in higher grades. 
Population: 44 in 63, 9 higher. Trends $5,500. 

556 1920 MS 63 PCGS. A choice example, far above-average for this 
conditionally scarce Philadelphia issue. 

557 1922 MS 64 NGC. Deep satiny luster with a notably cleaner appear¬ 
ance on the obverse. Mint state examples of this issue tend to be 
heavily abraded and are rarely found in superior condition to this 
choice specimen. 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE SILVER 

558 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 62 PCGS. razor sharp with milky gray- 
violet patina seen on the obverse, the reverse is brighter with sunset- 
golden color at the borders; and a 1935-S San Diego MS 65 PCGS, 
bright and untoned. (Total: 2 coins) 

559 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS 64 NGC. Original, deep, gray-golden 
toning. The only dollar denominated coin in the early commemora¬ 
tive series and always popular as a result. 

560 1921 Alabama MS 64 PCGS. Very well struck for this conditionally 
scarce early commemorative, with no toning on either side. 

561 1936 Albany MS 65 NGC. Fully struck with a plethora of golden- 
brown tab toning accenting a medium gray appearance. 

562 1936 Albany MS 66 NGC. A sparkling gem with moderate amounts 
of multicolored, iridescent toning on both sides. For the toning 
enthusiast. 

563 1937 Antietam MS 66 NGC. A frosty example of this popular Civil 
War commemorative, draped in russet-gray patina on both sides. 

564 1935-S Arkansas MS 66 NGC. Satiny-white and completely 
untoned. Liberty's cheek is much cleaner titan usual, with hardly any 
of the “chicken scratches" which normally appear. Population: 25 in 
66, 2 finer. 

565 1937 Arkansas MS 65 NGC. Essentially mark-free, some opaque 
milky patina has gathered on each side. 

566 1937-D Arkansas MS 65 NGC. Lustrous silvery surfaces with some 
antique-golden color at the borders. 

Bright luster dominates this well 
struck gem. This would be an ideal specimen for an untoned com¬ 
memorative set.

569 1938-D Arkansas MS 67 NGC. The interior portions of each side 
are brilliant with soft golden and some blue patina concentrated at 
the rims. A much better date in the series with a mintage of only 
3.155 pieces. 

570 1939 Arkansas MS 64 NGC. A near-gem. silvery-gray in color and 
free of any appreciable marks. One of just 2,104 pieces struck. 

571 1935-D Boone MS 66 NGC. Light silvery-gray toning shading to 
russet in portions of the lettering, more so on the reverse. 

572 1935-D Boone MS 66 NGC. Crescents of deep iridescent color at 
the lower obverse and upper reverse peripheries 

573 1938-D Boone MS 68 PCGS. A visually appealing Boone and the 
singular, finest example known of this scarcer, final year of issue. 
The surfaces have a pinkish-gray patina over both sides with periph¬ 
eral shadings of deep russet, sea-green, and gold patina. The surfaces 
are essentially perfect. 

574 1936 Cincinnati MS 64 PCGS. frosted lustrous surfaces; and a 1936- 
D Cincinnati MS 63 PCGS. lightly toned. (Total: 2 coins) 


1936-D Cincinnati MS 67 PCGS. Predominately dove-gray, some 
rich, peripheral toning shows mostly on the reverse. The fields are 
unusually clean and virtually mark-free. 

1936 Cleveland MS 64 PCGS. very lustrous and lightly toned; 1893 
Columbian MS 62 NGC. russet peripheral color: and an 1893 
Columbian MS 63 PCGS. deeply toned. (Total: 3 coins) 

1936 Cleveland MS 66 NGC. A superb, lustrous example drenched 
in shades of charcoal and golden-rose over both sides. 

1936 Cleveland MS 66 NGC. An attractive steel-toned example with 
subtle overlays of russet and rose iridescence. The underlying sur¬ 
faces are virtually blemish-free. 

1892 Columbian MS 65 PCGS. Both obverse and reverse are out¬ 
lined in attractive blue and orange-gold iridescence, the obverse is 
more deeply toned.

Prooflike. A large planchet flake is out of the reverse. 

617 1872/1 Indian Round 25 Cents, BG-869, R.5, MS 64 PCGS. A sharp 
looking coin that has bright prooflike fields and rich orange-gold 
color.
